XE have thought fit, as the beſt and moſt pꝛoper means to eſtabliſh a 

J laſting Peace in this our Kingdom, to call a Parliament, and have 
therefoze oꝛdered our Chancelloꝛ to cauſe Wits to be iſſued fozth foꝛ ſummon= 
ing a Parliament to meet at Weſtminſter, upon the fifteenth day of January 
next enſuing the date of this our Royal P2oclamation. And that nothing 
may be wanting on our part towards the freedom of Elections, as We have 
already reſtoꝛed all Cities, Towns Cozpozate, and Burroughs thzoughout 
our Kingdom, to their ancient Charters, Rights and Pziviledges : So We 


Command and Require al perſons whatſoever, that they pzeſume not by me- 


nace, 02 any other undue means, to influence Elections, oꝛ pzocure the Uote of 
any Electoz- And We do alſo itrictly Require and Command all Sheriffs, 
Mapoꝛs, Baylifts, and other Officers to whom the Execution oꝛ Return o 


Parliament wall belong; that they caaſe ſuch Writ, Summons Warrant and 
Pꝛecept to be duly Publiſhed and Executed and Returns thereupen fo be fair- 
ly made accoꝛding to the true Merits of ſuch Elections. 

And foz the ſecurity of all perſons both in their Elections and Service in 
Parliament, We do Hereby publiſh and declare, That all our ſubjects ſhall 
have free Liberty to Elect, and all our Peers, and ſuch as ſhall be Elected 


Members of our Houle of Commons. ſhall have full liberty and fre:vom to 


Serve and Sit in Parliament, notwithſtanding they have taken up Arms, 
or committed any Act of Hoſtility, or been any way Aiding oꝛ Aliiſting there⸗ 
in. And for the better Allurance hereof, Wie have G2acioufly directed a Ge⸗ 


nerg! Pardon to all our Subjects to be fozthwith pzepared to paſs our Great 
a fa 1 


And for the Reconciling all Publick Breaches, and Obliterating the very 
memory of all paſb Piſcarriages, We do hereby Exhort, and kindly Admo- 
niſh all our ſubjects, to diſpoſe themſelves to Elect ſuch Perſons for their Re- 
prelentatives in Parliament, as may not be Byalled by prejudice or paſſion. 
but Qualified with Parts, Experience and Prudence rome: for this Con- 
juncture, and Agreeable to the Ends and Purpoſes o
